The Commissioner is hereby requested to accept the RESPONSE TO NOTICE 
TO FILE MISSING PARTS, originally dated August 16, 2000. 

The petition fee under 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 7(m) in the amount of $1 500.00, is submitted 
herewith. 

The application was abandoned for failure to file the noted RESPONSE for 
reasons that are not now apparent. The file of the undersigned contains a copy of the 
noted RESPONSE, a receipt card (which does not have a date stamp) and a copy of 
check #15046 issued by the undersigned's former firm of Jones, Tullar & Cooper, P.C. 
A copy of the RESPONSE, undated receipt card and check are attached. 
A Notice of Abandonment was never received by the undersigned 
During an inventory check of files in February, 2007, the undersigned, now at 
Bacon & Thomas, PLLC, noted that no reply had been received from the USPTO 
subsequent to the RESPONSE that was due on August 16, 2000. A status check was 
not done earlier because the file of this application was not entered into the Bacon & 
Thomas, PLLC docketing system. The head of Docketing for Bacon & Thomas, PLLC 
at the time is now deceased so that no reason can be given as to why it was not 
entered, when well over 200 other files were entered. A check of the USPTO IFW data 
base could not resolve the matter as no data was available. Accordingly, the USPTO 
was telephoned and the undersigned learned then that the application was indicated 
as being abandoned. Following this information, the undersigned communicated this 
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information to applicant's Japanese agents. A copy of the undersigned's letter and the 
reply from the Japanese agents is also attached. 

Next, the undersigned checked with the bookkeeper at Jones, Tullar & Cooper, 
P.C. to determine whether check #1 5046 was cashed. I was advised that they had no 
record that it was cashed. 

Accordingly, the present application became abandoned on October 15, 2000, 
which is the day after the two month period set in the NOTICE of August 14, 2000. 

It was always applicants' intent to file the noted RESPONSE, but it was 
apparently not filed and the application was unintentionally abandoned.

(the amount that was due on August 16, 2000) is being made herewith.
